Williams said ‘Yeah,’ and 
got down still farther in the seat, 
so he could just barely see ahead. 
We were running as fast as his car, 
a Dodge, would go. 

“Then I got down too. I sat on 
the floor and put my head up un- 
der the instrument board. They 
kept shooting at us all the time 
except for about two minutes. I 
think that was when we were go- 
ing through Hartford, but I'm not 
sure because I couldn't see outside. 
Finally there was a loud crash and 
the next thing.I knew, I was in 
the hospital.” 

Williams was shot as his car 
crossed the railroad tracks at the 
south boundary of Wood River on 
Illinois Highway No. 3. The mia- 
chine struck a post and knocked 
down a gasoline pump and a con- 
crete standard in the Liades filling 
station, just north of the tracks. 


Struck by One Bullet. 


Only one bullet struck Williams, 
an examination by Veputy Coroner 
Streeper showed. Entering behind 
the left ear, it passed through the 
head. Streeper said, although he 
did not have the bullet, the wound 
in Williams’ head and the holes in 
the car showed the bullets had 
been fired from a sub-machine 
gun. 

Williams was 48 years old, mar- 
ried and the father of three chil- 
dren. He resided at 703 Division 
street, Alton. 

For a long time he operated a 
speakeasy on the Mississippi River. 
Police raids, sometimes as often 
as every half hour, failed to pro- 
duce evidence because Williams 
had a device for dumping his con- 
traband into the river when the 
raiders arrived.

other witness and the unwillingness 
of a third to commit himself, it is 
probable Gov. Caulfield will accede 
to the request of Murphy's lawyers 
for a hearing on commutation of 
sentence, when he returns next 
week from the Governors’ confer- 
ence at Salt Lake City. 

Murphy is scheduled to be 
hanged July 25. His conviction 
and sentence were recently af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court. 

It has been the policy of Gov. 
Caulfield to grant hearings in cases 
where new evidence pointins to a 
miiscarriage of justice has been 
brought to light, although in no 
capital case has he exercised his 
right of executive cleme..cy. Asked 
a week ago for a hearing in the 
Murphy case, Gov. Caulfield asked 
time to familiarize himself with 


the contents of the Supreme Court, 


cpinion and possibly the transcript 
cf the evidence. 

He stated he did not want to 
constitute his office a court to pass 
upon the merits of such cases and 
substitute his judgment for that 
of the trial court. The power of 
commutation in capital cases, Gov. 
Caulfield said, is intended to pre- 
vent miscarriages of justice and 
not merely to grant clemency on 
emotioncl pleas. 

Did Not Testify at Trial.

opinion that Murphy is the man he 
saw loitering outside the drug 
store the day before and the day 
of the murder. Wirtel, who was 
the star witness for the State, is 
still positive of the identification. 
Bold could not be reached, but ac- 
quaintances said he also was sure 
of his trial testimony. 

None Saw Actual Shooting. 

None of the witnesses saw the 
actual shooting, which occurred 
back of the partition of the pre- 
scription room where Reilly had 
fled to obtain his revolver. 

Murphy was arrested an hour 
after the murder in a hotel at 
Thirteenth and Market streets by 
Detective Sergeant Frank Dempsey, 
who had arrested him on suspicion 
the day before and released him. 
When arrested the second time, 
Murphy was wearing a suit he ad- 
mitted stealing and was charged 
with its theft in a warrant, when 
mone of the witnesses was able to 
identify him as Reilly's slayer in 
the show-up at Police Headquar- 
ters. 

Three days later, Murphy, ac- 
cording to the police, galled Demp- 
sey to his cell and confessed mur- 
dering Reilly. Police at first were 
inclined to doubt his story, as Mur- 
phy is a drug addict and had not 
had any drugs during his incarcera- 
tion. His confession was taken, 
however, and turned over to the 
Circuit Attorney’s office and Mur- 
phy was put on trial. Murphy as- 
gerted at his trial he had been 
beaten by police and forced to sign 
the confession and offered an alibi, 
saying at the time for the murder

Contradicts Other Wiinesses. 

“I am absolutely certain Murphy 
is not the man,” English said to- 
day. “I have no confidence in the 
accuracy of the other witnesses 
because they described the man 
as wearing a grey cap when I dis- 
tinctly noted he had on a leghorn 
straw hat turned down all around. 
They said he wore glasses, too, and 
I was attracted by his eyes espe- 
cially. They gleamed murderously 
but there were no glasses on them. 
The man was considerably taller 
than Murphy, too. 1 was facing 
him as he came in and I saw him 
plainly. I was a friend of Reilly’s 
and nobody would want to see his 
killer hanged quicker than J], but 
I cannot sleep when I think an in- 
nocent man ig going to be hanged.” 

Explaining why English did not 
testify at the trial, Irving Spencer, 
Murphy's attorney, said: “I was 
not aware until the third and last 
day of the trial what English's tes- 
timony would be. The State had 
summoned him and Mr. Bowcock 
(then Assistant Circuit Attorney) 
agreed with me that no witness 
would be dismissed except by 
agreement. He dismissed English 
inadvertently. Paul Richards, the 
other defense attorney, who was 
to have tried the case, had to go 
to the hospital and I had to jump 
into a case with which I was not 
very familiar.” 

Wirtel, now 18 years old, was 
vehement in his adherence to the 
positive identification of Murphy 
as the murderer. 

“Iewas standing back of the cash 
register, which is on a counter run- 
ning lengthwise of the store, when 
the man entered. I saw him plain- 
ly. He came up to me and said 
‘Don’t do anything.’ I loked at 
Mr. Reilly, who was standing beside 
the soda fountain in the rear of 
the store, and he looked at me and 
ducked behind the counter and 
through a door to the prescription 
room. The man ran around the op- 
posite side of the fountain and 
through the opposite door and then 
I heard shots. 

» Re-enacted the Crime. 

*“*Then the man ran out of the 
room, vaulted over the cigar coun- 
ter and ran out the door. I got 
several good looks at him and I 
am sure he was Murphy. The 
other clerk and I talked about 
what the man looked like and es- 
timated his weight and height and 
they tallied almost exactly with 


Murphy’s measurements which 
were taken at Police Headquarters. 
After he confessed, the « police 


brought Murphy to the store and 
he re-enacted the whole affair. The 
store was closed and the ice cream 
tables had been removed but Mur- 
phy pointed out exactly where each 
had stood and showed us how he 
vaulted over the cigar counter. I’m 
dead sure he’s the man.” 

Reilly’s widow, Mrs. Lillian R. 
Reilly, is interested in Murphy's 
case. 

“If he is innocent of killing my 
husband, I shouldn’t want’to see 
him hanged,” she said today. “But 
if he is the right man, he should 
get what is coming to him. It 
would be terrible if they hanged 
the wrong man.”

First reports 
from the country as a whole, coy- 
ering about one-fourth of the pop- 
ulation, showed 2 per cent unem- 
ployed. 

The Missouri figures include 
Kansas City, where 10,207 were out 
of work, but do not include St.

Radio Contract Scramble. 

Meanwhile rival radio chains 
were vying for contrects with the 
endurance flyers. The Columbia 
chain, which first broadcast the 
voices of the Hunter brothers from 
their endurance plane three days 
ago, was unable to make proper 
contracts for radio interviews in 
two attempts. 

The National Broadcasting Co. 
then essayed to do the same thing 
in the Army experimental ship 
used by the Golumbia System and 
was successful last night, whereup- 
on one Columbia representative at 
the field spoke harshly of' his ri- 
vals’ methods, A peace was ef- 
fected later. 

Apparently convinced that the 
Hunter brothers’ will descend 
only at their own convenience, the 
crowd of several thousand persons 
watching the flight began depart- 
ing early last night. Even a near 
by night club orchestra failed to 
hold interest. A large monoplane 
taking up passengers continued to 
do capacity business until midnight, 


however. 

Rushing Telegraph Business, 

Telegraph companies with tem- 
porary offices at Sky Harbor con- 
tinued to do a rushing business, 
receiving congratulatory telegrams 
from all parts of the country and 
several from abroad for the Hun- 
ters.

CAILUTTA, Bengal, July 3.— 
Calcutta, shaken twice before dawn 
by earthquakes, resounded for 
hours to the blasts of conch shells, 
blown by Hindus to propitiate 
their serpent goddess, Bashuki. 

It is their belief that the god- 
dess, who holds the universe on 
her hood, sometimes changes her 
position, thus causing an earth- 
quake, which is supposed to be a 
punishment for sins. She is és- 
pecially fond of conch shell music, 


which lessens her anger, the 
Hindus believe. 
After the first shock, which 


threw residents out of their beds 
and broke telenhone communica- 
tions, the populace rushed into the 
streets, many blowing the _ shells, 
but a second earthquake soon fol- 
lowed. There were no casualties. 

The Choringhee area of the city 
was hardest hit. Other Bengal 
centers felt the shock.

KANSAS CITY WON'T TAKE 
PART IN CAR FARE HEARING 


In Message to Commission Says 
Responsibility for Increase Will 
Be Placed on State.

KANSAS CITY, July 3.—Re- 
sponsibility for whatever action is 
taken in the impending street car 
fare increase here was placed to- 
day on the Missouri Public Service 
Commission by H. F. McElroy, 
city manager. 

Asserting that “we see nothing 
to be accomplished” by making 
further agreements with the Kan- 
sas City Public Service Co.,’” Mc- 
Elroy in a telegram to Milton R. 
Stahl, Jefferson City, chairman of 
the Public Service Commission, re- 
jected a proposal to confer with 
members of the commission and 
representatives of the street car 
company in an effort to arrive at 
an agreement on the proposed fare 
increase. 3 

The street car company has filed 
an application with the State Com- 
mission to raise its fares here ‘to 
10 cents. The present rate is two 
fares for 15 cents. The hearing on 
the application is set for July 7. 

“The State,” McElroy’s telegram 
stated, “appears to vest the com- 
mission with certain power of de- 
termination, but we are unable to 
find in it any mediatorial author- 
ity to bring about non-binding 
agreements, notwithstanding the 
St. Louis transaction. As you 
seem to have the power you also 
have the responsibility of de- 
cision.”’

This was the first ruling by the 
Court upon the point involved. 

“The Public Service Commission 
is vested with extensive and com- 
prehensive inquisitorial, regulatory 
and administrative powers and 
functions,” Commissioner Cooley 
said. “While not a courtand not 
possessing judicial power, properly 
speaking, it possesses powers and 
performs functions which may be 
4ermed quasi-judicial. Subject to 
constitutional limitations, the act 
creating it and prescribing its pow- 
ers and duties seéms to have been 
designed and to be ample to cover 
the whole field of regulation of 
rates and service. By express pro- 
vision in the act it is to be liberal- 
ly construed to effectuate its de- 
clared and obvious purpose.” 

The case involved action of the 
Union Electric Light and Power 
Co., in discontinuing electric serv- 
ice for the residence of R. CGC. 
Desalme in St. Louis County, in 
June, 19:7, for alleged use of a de- 
vice which prevented the electric 
meter from registering all of the 
electric energy used. In May, 1928, 
Desalme applied to the commission 
for an order requiring restoration 
of service, denying the alleged vio- 
lation of company rules, and 
charging the company with dis- 
crimination against him. 

The company asked the commis- 
sion to dismiss the case, asserting 
the question involved was a judicial 
one and that the commission had 
no jurisdiction to determine a ju- 
dicial question.

Exercises and Aerial Ex- 
hibition With Displays of 
Fireworks. 


A fair and warmer day,. with 
fireworks one of the principal di- 
versions in spite of safety warn- 
ings, is the prospect for the cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July to- 
morrow. Twenty-six persons have 
been treated in the last two days 
for injuries from fireworks. 

A number of special celebrations 
have been scheduled and there 
will be a great exodus to nearby 
resorts in Missouri and Illinois, be- 
cause many offices and factories 
will be closed Saturday as well as 
tomorrow. 

Among the celebrations are a 
program of athletic exercises, and 
patriotic drills at Gravois Park, 
Compton avenue and Miami street, 
under the auspices of the Gravois 
Park Independence Day Associa- 
tion, and a similar program at the 
Catholic Outing Home, West Flor- 
issant and Gilmore avenues. 

Aerial Exhibition and Race. 

An aerial exhibition in the aft- 
ernoon and a fireworks display in 
the evening will feature a pro- 
gram at the new Curtiss-Steinberg 
Airport, on the East Side, tomor- 
row afternoon and evening. A 25- 
mile closed course race at Parks 
Airport, beginning at 3 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon, will be par- 
ticipated in by pilots of the Mis- 
souri and Illinois National Guard 
Air Services. 

Ordinary activities in the down- 
town district will be suspended, 
with business houses closing for 
the day. No deliveries of mail, 
other than special matter, will be 
made by the postoffice, with the 
exception of deliveries to newspa- 
pers and downtown hotels, east of 
Jefferson avenue, tomorrow eve- 
ning.

To provide for treatment 
burns suffered from fireworks 
on a camping trip, the Red Cross 
suggests the taking of picric 
acid gauze, half-strength iodine, 
gauze bandages, and carbolated 
vaseline in a safety kit. fPicric 
acid gauze or a burn ointment 
may be used in serious -rns, 


of 


injuries, and carbolated vaseline 
for minor burns. A visit to a 
physician is suggested immedi- 
ately on return to town. 

Other warnings against hold- 
ing lighted firecrackers, throw- 
ing firecrackers at other  per- 
sons, the use of firearms or high 
explosives or any fireworks 
which throw sparks, were given. 

Swimmers are advised not to 
go into the water too soon after 
meals, while overheated or after 
strenuous exertion. Motorboats 
and canoes with outboard motors 
should carry fire-extinguishers. 

“Keep out of a canoe if you 
are not a good swimmer or 
don’t have a life-saver along,” 
says the Red Cross. “Know how 
deep the water is in advance.”

Miss Parry is one 
of her pupils and winner of this 
year’s lip reading champicnship of 
the American Federation of Or- 
ganizations for the Hard of Hear- 
ing. 

Each could see the other’s face 
in natural colors, the size it would 
appear if they sat about 10 feet 
apart.

The death of Harry V. 8. Grover, 


president of the St. Louis County 


Auto Co., who shot himself yes- 
terday, was accidental, a Corcner’s 
jury decided iast night. His funeral 
will be held at 9 a. m. Saturday. 
from his home at 433 Adams ave- 
nue, Ferguson, with burial in SS. 
Peter and Paul's Cemetery. 

Grover died at the farmhouse of 
his father-in-law, Anton Stauss, a 
mile north of Florissant. Leaving 
his office at 7917 Forsythe boule- 
vard, Clayton, at 10:30 a. m., he ar- 
rived at the farm half an hour 
later. A few minutes after his ar- 
rival Stauss heard a shot and 
found Grover'’s bcdy beside a win- 
dow in the living room with a bul- 
let wound in the head. 

Beside his body lay an old re- 
volver with one discharged shell in 
the chamber. Other shells lay on 
the window sill, indicating that 
Grover was examining the weapon, 
which belonged to Stauss, and had 
thought the load was removed 
when the revclver was discharged. 

Grover, who was 55 years old, 
was survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Anna Grover, and two daughters, 
Katherine and Marie Antoinette 
Grover. He had been in the auto- 
mobile business in St. Louis County 
for many years. 

Grover was considered an expert 
in firearms, having made a hobby 
of big game hunting. Born in Ger- 
many, he was educated at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, hunting in Rus- 
sia and Finland during vacations. 
Expelled for a prank, he went to 
South Africa and served in the Boer 
army for two years. 

After the Boer war, he traveled 
extensively, engaging in numerous 
hunting expeditions and finally 
came to St. Louis County, where 
he marriéd and entered the auto- 
mobile business. 

In June, 1914, he went to Ger- 
many to buy a 180-horsepower rac- 
ing car and bring it to this country 
to engage in automobile racing.

John T. Brown of Ohlo, in reply 
to an Inquiry, said the recent prison 
outbreak in his state was due 
largely to unemployment of prison- 
ers.

Ruins of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Wicked Cities of Bible, Found 
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Father Alexius Mallon, in Excavations North 
of Dead Sea, Unearths Houses, Imple- 
ments and Jewelry. 


By the Associated Press. 
VATICAN CITY, July 3. — The 


excavations north of the Dead Sea 


by Father Alexius Mallon, an- 
nounced recently in cable dis- 
patches from Jerusalem, have 


convinced authorities nere he dis- 
covered the famed wicked cities of 
the Old Testament, Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 

Father Mallon, who its director 
of the Jerusalem section of the 
Pontifical Biblical Institute of 
Rome, also is certain he has un- 
covered the places destroyed, as 
the Bible says, “by brimstone and 
fire from the Lord out of heaven.” 
It was from these cities that the 
just man Lot fled, and it wus here 
that Lot’s wife, so the Testament 
tells us. turned around to sea the 
conflagration and was hcanged into 
a pillar of salt. 

Sodom and Gomorrah were two 
of a group of five towns called 
“Cities of the Plains.” The others 
were Admah, 
Father Mallon believes he 
found them all in the regton of 
Eastern Ghor, in Transjordania, a 
few miles from the Dead Sea. 

Excavations were begun last 
November on a plain between the 
Wady Gharbeh and the Wady 
Djarafa. Twenty workmen were 
distributed into two camps, one 
directed by Father Malion, the oth- 
er by Neuville, Counsellor of the 
French Consulate. 

At a depth of about eight feet 
great stretches of city were un- 
earthed. Houses were found more 
or less intact. Some of the homes 


contained a large assortment of 


household implements and instru- 
ments of bone, stone and meta!. 

The extent of feminine vanity 
in the twin wicked cities is indi- 
cated by the quantity of jewelry 
uncovered. Dozens of beautiful 
ceramics, cases and challice also 
came to light. 

Confirmation of the terrible de- 
struction inflicted on the cities is 
lent by the discovery of enormous 
quantities of ashes among the 
ruins. 

“There was nothing so moving,” 
Father Mallon reported, “as to 
bring back to life the remains of a 
civilization so brilliant and yet so 
terribly destroyed. In the Holy 
Land there are no other ruins bet- 
ter preservced than those of Sodom 
and Gomorrah.

1928 production amounted to 968,- 
000,000 pounds, and the 1929 pro- 
duction has been estimated at more 
than 1,000,000,000 pounds. 

The maximum legitimate “use of 
corn sugar in the baking, textile, 
and a few other industries does not 
exceed 250,000,000 pounds. Per- 
haps 150,000,000 pounds would be 
nearer the correct figure. There is 
at least 750,000,000 pounds of corn 
sugar annually available for con- 
version into moonshine whisky. 


Magic With Cane Sugar.’ 
Chemists of the prohibition bu- 

reau are authority for the state- 

ment that two pounds of corn; 


sugar will make one pound of al- 
cohol. As one pound of alcohol 
will make two- pounds of moon- 
shine, so 75,000,000 pounds of corn 
‘is the exact equivalent of

It is somewhat more difficult to 
determine the quantity of cane 
and beet sugar used in unlawful 
distilling. The records of the Cen- 
sus Bureau show that per capita 
consumption has risen~-from 91 to 
111 pounds during the prohibition 
period. The general impression 
that there has been a lg@rge in- 
crease in the quantity of sugar 
used in the candy industries is 
proved to be incorrect by the rec- 
ords of the Census Bureau, which 
show a decline in the output of 
candy. Besides, most of the candy 
is manufactured from glucose—a 
twin brother of corn sugar. The 
only difference is that glucose is 
in syrup form, and corn sugar is 
reduced to a solid. The Census 
Bureau records of glucose produc- 
tion are incomplete for the entire 
prohibition period, but show a pro- 
duction of $00,921,123 pounds in 
1927. 

I realize that any deductions 
based upon a two months’ record 
of the Prohibition Enforcement 
Bureau may be subject to Inaccu- 
racies. But taking those records 
for what they are worth, , they 
show that the department captured 
only one pound of corn sugar out 
of 350 availiable for moonshine 
distilling. That ratio applied to 
the cane and beet sugar captured 
for the tame period would indgi-' 
cate that 90,000,000 gallons of 
moonshine whisky is manufactured 


000 pounds increased consump- 
tion, as shown by the per capita 
consumption figures. Whatever the 
amount of sugar used in unlawful 
distilling, it is shown by the two 
months’ record of.the enforcement 
bureau to be very large. 


Breaking Whisky Record. 


Cane sugar will make from 10 to 
20 per cent more alcohol than corn 


sugar. The alcohol fs of finer 
quality. 
The foregoing records indicate 


that 202,500,000 gallons of moon- 
shine whisky are produced from 
corn, cane and beet sugar alone in 
the United States, to say nothing 
of the additional quantities made 
from grain, molasses and other 
sugar products. 4 

Compare these figures with the 
83,590,951.8 gallons of whisky 
withdrawn on the payment of 
taxes in 1918 and you will get a 
rather accurate picture of the 
educational activities of the Prohi- 
bition Schoolmaster during the past 
10 years. The probable excess 
production of whisky in the tenth 
year of prohibition, in round fig- 
ures, exceeds the known withdraw- 
als for consumption in the maxi- 
mum year of 1917 by 112,000,000 
gallons, 

I have observed that hotel res- 
taurants and cafes attach a tag to 
the neck of each bottle of ginger 
ale ordered by a guest warning him 
that it must not be used in such 
a way as to violate the prohibition 
law. To be logical will it not also 
be necessary for the prohibition en- 
forcement bureau to require the 
grocer to attach a tag to each 10 
pounds of sugar ordered by the 
housewife warning her that she 
must not use this sugar to violate 
the prohibftion law? Then, of 
eourse, regulation must be applied 
to every sale of molasses, grape 
juice, apples, grapes, dried fruits. 
raisins, strawberries, cherries and 
all other products on the grocers’ 
shelvés containing sugar or starch. 
It would have to apply to almost 
everything except baking soda, soap 
and washing powders. From some 
of the tales 1 hear about moon- 
shine I am not sure that a chem- 
ical analysis might not revea) that 
soéme of these products actually 
enter into the making of modern 
prohibition whisky.

Thomas H. and Elvert A.

Judge William 8. Kenyon of the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in a decision reversing the 
conviction of two Iowa bankers, 
made a similar ruling to that by 
which the same court, more than a 
year ago, reversed the convictions 


of Christian W. Beck and Edward 
J. Barrett, promoters of the Fed- 
eral Home Building Corporation. 
Judge Kenyon held that the Iowa 
convictions were obtained by un- 
fair and prejudicial arguments. 

“The Government cannot afford 
to convict its citizens by unfair 
means,” wrote Judge Kenyon, who 
is a member of President Hoover's 
Crime Commission. “Argument 
must be restrained in reasonable 
limits.”” These limits, Judge Ken- 
yon held, were not observed by the 
prosecutors who made’ the argu- 
ments against Thomas H. Read, 90 
years old, president of the First 
National Bank of Shenandoah, Ia., 
and his son, Elvert A. Read, vice 
president. The Reads were con- 
victed of misapplying $6000 funds 
of the bank, which failed. District 
Judge Munger of Nebraska presid- 
ed at the trial. 

“It is the duty of a prosecuting 
attorney,” Judge Kenyon said in 
his ruling, “to assist in giving a 
fair trial to a defendant. The ar- 
guments referred to were subtle 
and powerful appeals to the preju- 
dice of the jury. Counsel went 
cutside the evidence to convey to 
the jury that the Reads had a for- 
tune; that they kept it while inno- 
cent depositors suffered: that they 
saved themselves, contrary to the 
law of the sea, and did not go 
down with the ship, but continued 
in possession of their fortune and 
jewels. 

“Parties who see their lifelong 
savings lost in a bank failure are 
not in a condition of mind to do 
justice to those who they believe 
may have caused that loss and 
deep-seated prejudice against of- 
ficers of a lled bank is most 
natural.” 

The evidence showed, aceording 
tc Judge Kenyon’s holding, that 
the Reads did not attempt to loot 
their bank, into which they had 
put $57,000 of their own funds be- 
fore it failed. An “almost inex- 
cusable carelessness’’ was shown, 
he said, and some circumstances 
tended to create suspicion, but no 
intent on the part of the Reads to 
injure the bank was shown. 

The similar decision in the Beck- 
Barrett case, resulting in the free- 
ing. of the two St. Louis defen- 
dants, was written by District 
Judge MeDermott of Kansas, sit- 
ting in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals.

Opposition to Gen. Jadwin, who 
was Chief of Army Engineers be- 
fcre his retirement, is based on his 
official records. His acts and utter- 
ances in connection with various 
power projects have convinced a 
number of Senators that he Is too 
favorably disposed toward private 
power companies to act As chair- 
man cf the commission which must 
deal officially with them. 

Four years ago he was chair- 
man of a board of experts assigned 
to study the Muscle Shoals prob- 
lem. He submitted a report ap- 
proving the bid of the Assoctated 
Power Companies, a private group 
which was seeking to lease the 
property. Subsequently he recom- 
mended that the East Tennessee 
Develcpment Co., a subsidiary of 
Electric ‘Bond & Share Co., be 
granted a permit by the old Federal! 
Power Commission to develop i1 
power sites in Tennessee, 


One of these was the Cove Creek 
site, the operation of which, it is 
admitted, would have a profound 
effect on the value of the Muscle 
Shoals property. Development of 
the Cove. Creek site by @ private 
ecmpany could seriously impair tke 
value of the Government plant at 
Muscle Shoals,\as the operations at 
Cove Creek would largely govern 
the flow of water at Muscle Shoals. 
The Senate has jwice voted to have 
the Govcrnment build the Cove 
Creek Dam as an adjunct of the 
Muscle Shoals property. 

Solicited Utility for Funds. 

During hearings before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, it 
was disclosed thut Maj. Harold C. 
Fiske, the Army engineer in charge 
of the Lower Tennessee District, 
had solicited the Electric Bond and 
Share Co. for funds ‘to complete 
a survey of the power sites in that 
region.

OUR ABSURD JINGOES. 

| Opposition to the London naval treaty is led in the 
Senate by Senator Johnson of California, Senator 
Moses of New Hampshire and Senator Robinson of 
‘Indiana. Théy say it is a billion-dollar treaty for 
the purpose of naval inferiority. 

As a matter of fact, the United States came out of 
the conference very much better off than either 
Great Britain or Japan. We are authorized under the 
treaty to build between this time and 1936 five 

ig cruisers, as against none for Japan and none 
for Great Britain. Indeed, Great Britain agrees 
to scrap without replacement nearly 40,000 tons of 
big cruisers that will not be obsolete by 1936. We 
are authorized to build three tons of aircraft car- 
riers to one British and five Japanese. We are 
authorized to build 50,000 tons of big cruisers to 
none for Britain and Japan. We are authorized 
to build almost an equal number of small 
cruisers with the British and four tons to every one 
Japanese. We are authorized to build about 131-2 
tons of destroyers to Britain’s 11 and 7 tons to 
Japan’s 1. We are authorized to build 5 tons of sub- 
marines to Britain’s 3 and to Japan's none. We are 
authorized to build more ships of war -than either 
of the other parties to the treaty, more, indeed, than 
it is likely that Congress will authorize or that the 
American people will be willing to build. 

The reason we come out of the conferences on these 
generous terms is that the United States, as the equal 
of Great Britain at sea, and maintaining a 5 to 3 
relation to Japan, has never built extensively in most 
of the lesser naval categories. We have a small 
cruiser fleet, a fact which lends itself to the sophis- 
try that whereas we went to London to disarm 
we come back faced by a huge building program. We 
did not go to London to disarm. We went to London 
to achieve a balanced naval power which would serve 
as a preliminary to disarmament. 

The jingoes in the Senate cannot defeat the treaty. 
There is too much sympathy in America for the prin- 
ciple of naval limitation and the hope of lessening 
by agreement the burden of great navies. This is not 
a fruitful soil for jingoism. If we prefer big cruis- 
ers, as we have insisted that we do ever since the

A canoe is the most dangerous boat 
ever built. It is like a hammock; you 
get in one side and fall out on the other 
side.

If it is true, as reported, that Undersecretary 
Mills of the Treasury Department is going to Europe 
to get first-hand information for the President as to 
foreign reaction to the new tariff act, the obvious de- 
duction is that Mr. Hoover does not believe the news- 
papers.

(ANOTHER CHICAGO RACKET. — 

The Globe-Democrat, still “plugging” for a new 
franchise for the exploiters of the local transporta- 
tion situation, commends the granting of an indeter- 
minate franchise in Chicago as a “recognition of the 
necessity of a definite contract.” Under this arrange- 
ment, the Globe-Democrat says, “the company knows 
what it can do and what it has to do,” and “also the 
city knows where it stands in relation to the system.” 

But the Globe-Democrat does not know what it is 
talking about, as shown by the further statement, “a 
present valuation of $260,000,000 is placed upon the 
properties involved, which may be increased by the 
State commission to meet capital requirements of the 
new construction.” That is the jokeg-shich exposes 
the fraud perpetrated upon the people of Chicago by 
the street car interests and the political combine 
which put the thing over at the recent election. 

Chicago can never know “where it stands in rela- 
tion to the system,” because the State commission can 
take jurisdiction whenever the company chooses to 
violate the conditions of its “contract” with the city 
and appeal to the commission for a higher valuation 
and consequent higher fares. The situation in Chi- 
cago is identical with that in Kansas City, where the 
tity granted a long term “contract” franchise under 
which, as in the Chitago arrangement, valuation and 
fares were agreed upon between city and company. 
But in less than two years after the Kansas City 
franchise was granted the company repudiated both 
valuation and rate of fare and appealed to the State 
commission for a new valuation and higher fares, and 
that appeal has just been upheld by the State Su- 
preme Court. The result of the court’s action was 
to nullify all the provisions of the contract except 
the one giving the company the right to the city’s 
streets. 

Whenever the Chicago company eletts to repudiate 
any of the conditions in the franchise just granted 
and appeals te the State commission, Chicago will 
find itself in the same sorry plight under which Kan- 
sas City now suffers. That is, the city is bound and 
the company is not.

Dutch Oil King Looks at America 


Immigration curb has led to reducing number of consumers and moving of factories 
abroad, Sir Henri Deterding says; Europe speedily learns tariff tricks; women 
in business complicate Jabor problem; thus more people live in flats, which_use 
fewer products; anti-trust laws criticised as hampering business efficiency.

HE man who today occupies the posi- 
T sition of world pre-eminence in oil once 
held by John D. Rockefeller is Sir Henri 
Wilhelm August Deterding—the Royal 
Dutch oil king who has the rank of Knight, 
bestowed by King George V of England, 
but who is a loyal subject of Wilhelmina, 
Queen of the Netherlands. : 
“Recently I talked with him for several 
eeurs and the talk ran over a whole range 
of subjects. On all of them I found he 
had not merely opinions but strong convic- 
tions. In Deterding we have a world citizen 
who has large enough interests in Ameri- 
ca to scrutinize it closely, but who sits as 
a rule far enough away to get a broad view 
of our whole scene. 

“In America,” he said, “you have the 
doctrine of high wages.. That is an ex- 
cellent thing. High wages are something we 
should all strive for. But like every other 
good tking in life they must be paid for. 
And, you do not seem to be willing to pay 
—to take the conseqfiences. 

“You have tried to raise wages by artifi- 
cially dealing .with the labor supply. You 
have tried to make labor scarce, and there- 
fore high. You have done this by means 
of the immigration law, which’ keeps Eu- 


ropean labor out of your country. But you’ 


have had to supplement the process with 
the machine. For you cannot have high 
wages without reducing production costs in 
other ways. This means the machine; and 
in its turn mass production. . 

* * * 

“Mass production means the recurrence 
of periods of overproduction and hence wun- 
employment. You have overproduction be- 
cause your whole.vast industrial organiza- 
tion is so immense that, unless it is con- 
trolled by some central force, it gets out of 
a You cannot curtail production, 
thefefore, through central control because 
of your anti-trust laws, and you produce 
a surplus because your markets are not 
sufficiently large to absorb all you make. 

“Now I know Americans are very well 
pleased with their immigration laws. You 
point with pride to the manner in which 
you have cut off the supply of cheap labor 
from Europe. And yet I think you will 
do very well to look this matter over again. 
You imagine you are shutting out competi- 
tors of your laborers, But remember an 
immigrant is not only a worker; he is also 
a consumer. 

“You have taught the European producer 
how to use the tariff. So now he is experi- 
menting with it—adding little tricks of his 
own. All the European countries are bulld- 
ing walls around their countries. The Amer- 
ican manufacturer cannot lift the goods 
your laborers produce over those walis. But 
there is nothing to prevent this manufactur- 
ér from building his factory inside those 
walls. . 3 

“The result is that ali over Furope you 
see American factories—hundreds of them. 
And who is working in them? Why. those 
very European laborers you thought you 
could keep out of your factories! 

“You thought you would get rid of Eu- 
rope’s workers as laborers and hold them as 


You have acomplished pre- 


of them as customers and have them as 
laborers. They are working in your fac- 


a 
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tories abroad ‘and when pay day comes 
they spend their wages in the stores of 
European, not American, merchants. 

“But this is not the only thing you do to 
curtail your home markets. For instance, 
I am sorry to see the steady rise of the 
flat or apartment in America instead of 
individual homes. A flat does not consume 
as much as a home. A home uses more 
furniture, more Hght, more rugs and linen. 
It requires more attention and calls for the 
purchase of many things. And so at a time 
when your need is more customers—when 
you are advertising and conferring almost 
frantically to get more—you artificially re- 
duce the number.” 

* * ” 

“Well,” I put in, “are there not other 
considerations which may outweigh busi- 
ness in importance in many minds? Take 
our women, forinstance. They are interest- 
ed now in taking an independent place in 
the world. They believe the small flat frees 
them from the drudgery of managing a 
large house.”’ 

“Ah, yes! Drudgery!” he i exclaimed. 
“That's the word that is being used to drive 
women from the home. I do not like the 
use yOu make of that word drudgery. All 
the work of the home is called drudgery— 
even the raising of children. The work of 
the office and factory—that is a career. It 
is drudgery to perform the daily task of 
managing a child. It is not drudgery to 
sit in an office all day addressing envelopes. 

“In so huge a mechanism as your great 
industrial machine you are bound to have 
maladjustments. You want high wages. So 
you have created and developed the ma- 
chine which has given you overproduction. 

“The only ones who can do anything 
about it are your business men—the men 
who do the overprodueing. And if they 
should get together to do anything about 
it you would propose to put them in jail 
for violating the anti-trust laws! 

“A man who will invent a business which 
will give work to a thousand men will per- 
form a public service. You might suppose 
that if he were to do this the public would 
reward him, present him with a little 
medal. But no! It proceeds to fine him, 
to penalize him by taking even the fruit.of 
his operations. This it does through taxa- 
tion. )

“You have these anti-trust laws which 
are. aimed at what you call big business. 
But these laws were made when business 
was little and the world wanted to keep it 
little, when-men were in fear of big business.’ 
Now you are no longer afraid of big busi- 
ness because it is the accepted thing. And 
the very bigness of ‘t creates problems— 
this problem of overproduction, for instance 
—~problems which must be dealt with. But 
when business men attempt to deal with 
these problems there are always plenty to 
raise the hue and cry and to call for the 
law on them. 

“Competition fs all very well, but surely 
there is a limit to that. Duplication of fa- 
cilities is a- waste for which the consuming 
public must pay. If business is going to 
be forbidden to produce some kind of order, 
then it is going to be an: endless struggle 
between the blind laws of trade running 
wild ane business operating like a mob.”

It is no trick at all to guess the 
group famous for its chile con 
fearne, for example. 

It would be a little more diffi- 
cult, however, to pick the peculiar 
dish of the American’. Perhaps 
ham and eggs might serve, or pork 
and beans. 

But to the foreigner probably no 
dietary practice common to us is 
more puzzling than oyr ice water, 
and we may well understand his 
wonder. When we stop to think it 
is no less puzzling to ourselves. 

By ice water we mean tap water 
which is chilled by having ice im- 
mersed in it. In summertime we 
consume great quantities of this 
chilled fluid, and not a few of us 
suffer therefrom. Extremes of heat 
and of cold are both injurious to 
the body and should not be used 
except under special circumstances. 

In inflammatory conditions of 
the throat both hot and cold fluids 
(such as hot lemonade and ice 
cream) may be used to advantage. 
In certain types of gastritis (in- 
flammatory conditions of the stom- 
ach) we may with benefit, use 
chilled fluids. Ordinarily, however- 
there is no advantage, and often 
some harm in drinking beverages 
or eating foods which are too hot 
or too cold. 

It is not necessary to drink wa- 
ter at an insipid temperature; wa- 
ter may be chilled by being cooled 
in the ice box or by having ice 
packed about its container, but ex- 
treme cold should be avoided. 

Ice does not destroy all germs. 
Cold merely inhibits the growth of 
bacteria. Ice may be contaminated, 
and serious gastro-intestinal dis- 
eases may be contracted from im- 
pure ice. 

Water is an important beverage 
and in summer time particularly 
the body needs a sufficiency of it. 
The average person requires from 
Six to eight glasses of fluid a day, 
but he should take this fluid cool 
rather than cold.
